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Time Out for Higher Weights 


HE Illinois Racing Commission, having dis- 

covered through a questionnaire that the ma- 
jority of horsemen willing to answer the ques- 
tionnaire preferred low weights to the so-called 
high weights which have prevailed in that State 
through the first three months of the season, has 
yielded the point and removed the minimum 
standards it had imposed. We hope that the 
trainers who sought restoration of the old stand- 
ard will now feel free to race their selling platevs 
without fear of breakdowns. 

The trainers apparently were quite certain that 
a difference of three to five pounds in weights 
meant the difference between sound horses and 
broken down horses. It was our impression that 
speed as much as weight was responsible for pro- 
ducing unsoundness. Now, with lower weights, 
the horsemen are beset by a new menace, for if 
their animals race faster than they did with high 
weights they are again in imminent danger. If 
any more horses break down there will be noth- 
ing left to do but run the races at a slower pace. 
In nature and in most competitive sports the fit- 
test survive, but racing has repealed one of na- 
ture’'s laws and has decreed that the least fit 
shall survive. 

The questionnaire, we believe, was not sent to 
any jockeys. It must have been presumed that 
each rider's vote could be determined by putting 
him on the scales, and that the boys who are 
having to miss some of their meals to keep down 
to riding weight would be unduly influenced hy 
their personal ambitions (such as a plate of ham 
and eggs). Trainers, of course, would have raised 
a bumper crop of cain if jockeys had been inclua- 
ed in the plebiscite, for jockeys are chattels, like 
horses, and the idea of considering them as hu- 
man beings has not yet received wide acceptance. 
If high weights break horses down, to the devil 
with high weights; if low weights break jockeys 
down, we can find some more jockeys. 

The difference between a horse and a rider, in 
the eyes of a horseman, is not a very subtle dif- 
ference. If the horse is unsound, there is a sharp 
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pain in the horseman's pocketbook. If a jockey 
has to go hungry because he wants to ride, the 
owner of the horse feels practically no pain at all. 

Now, we know too much of the character of 
Thoroughbred horsemen, too much of their 
sportsmanship to believe that such an attitude as 
that expressed in the replies to the Illinois ques- 
tionnaire is typical of the group. We are still un- 
convinced that a weight minimum will break 
down horses. We are unconvinced that lower 
weights make for a higher type of racing. We 
are unconvinced that, even if more horses did 
break down, the horse is a more important item 
than his rider. 


Filly Races 


N connection with the sire statistics published 

this week will be found a comparison of the 
number of filly races with the total number of 
races run this year on North American tracks. 
Less than 4 per cent of the approximately 9,000 
races were limited exclusively to fillies-—-less than 
one race in 25, less than one race in three days. 

The 331 filly races were worth a total of $31S,- 
910 in first monies. The average of $963 a race 
is appreciably higher than the average for other 
races. This is chiefly because 22 of the 331 races, 
or 6.6 per cent, were stakes events. Only about 
2.8 per cent of all races in North America are 
stakes affairs. Obviously there is a shortage of 
run-of-the-mine races for fillies and mares. 

We take it for granted that no great number 
of events limited to fillies can be successfully 
scheduled, else racing secretaries would offer 
more of them. But it does not appear likely that 
the proportion of such races should be as low as 
it is. Some of the best tracks in America have 
run meetings with 8 to 12 per cent filly races, and 
even higher. We suggest that some of the tracks 
which have made no special effort in this direction 
examine their records and plan an increase in 
number of filly races. Even if the increase must 
be very slight it would do something toward cor- 
recting a condition which works to the disad- 
vantage of breeders and owners.

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A Trainers Diary

UNE 27 TO JULY 3. A rather uneventful 

week, as far as training was concerned, as 
it rained almost daily or nightly, and the track 
was too bad to do much work other than gallop- 
ing. The only outstanding work of the week 
from my stable was done by Sister and Janey. 
They caught the only day on which there was a 
fast track to work on, and the former did a 
mile in 1:41°; and the latter the same distance 
in 1:43. 

Curt ran again, turned in a dull performance, 
and came down with colic on his return to the 
barn. This must have been coming on as he 
came to the paddock, since he had appeared 
quite all right all day before. Gave him a dose 
(half-ounce) of Hagyard’s Colic Remedy in an 
ounce of water, and he was all right again in 
half an hour. Any stable should always have a 
bottle of such medicine, as colic can be fatal 
very quickly if not met with effective remedies. 
It is too late to go looking for medicine after 
one finds his horse has colic. 

I blew Sentry out three-eighths in :40 in the 
mud on Tuesday and ran him in his first race 
on Thursday. He drew No. 1 post position, 
which was the worst going on a drying track, 
and he finished third in an effort that might 
have made him win had he been favored with 
an outside post position. I liked his race very 
much, and am sure this colt will make a very 
nice horse. He broke fast and straight, and ran 
resolutely all the way. 

Peaches is still walking and her swollen throat 
glands are still draining from two openings. 
Sugar has also developed a swollen gland, and 
I did not make the same mistake I made with 
Peaches. I painted Peaches’ throat with iodine 
paint, and that scattered the infection, causing 
glands to fill that would not have been affected 
had I only poulticed the swelling at first. There- 
fore I poulticed Sugar’s throat, and her abscess 
came to a head in three days. I lanced it, and 
it also broke inside, so that she is draining both 
through the nostrils and through the incision, 
and should be well in no time. 


Letter from a Reader 


Dear Venture All: 

I have a horse that two years ago was a nice colt, 
and won me tour races. He ran as high as $2,500. Last 
year he won only one race, although he started a great 
many times. This year he looks fine and eats every- 
thing and works very well, but in his races he sulks 
and refuses to extend himself. He has run up a big 
expense account for me to pay, but his trainer says 
that he has done everything he can do to make the 
horse run, and that he just won't try. I have offered 
to sell him for half he was worth, but no one seems to 
want to buy him.

worthless it would not be so bad, but in addition 
he becomes a costly liability as well. The trainer 
tries changing equipment, such as putting on 
blinkers, closed or open, or taking them off; tries 
spurs, whipping on the left side, putting cotton 
in his ears, whipping away from the gate, no 
whipping away, blowing him out one day, two 
days, or not at all before racing, warming him 
up before the race, and sometimes stirring him 
up with a shank, whip, or chain in his stall be- 
fore a race, and all to no avail in most cases. The 
confirmed sulker has found that he just doesn’t 
have to work for a living, and intends not to, so 
he doesn’t, and there is just nothing nowadays 
that can be done aboue it. 

At present there is nothing that I can recom- 
mend to you to do to make your horse run. No 
doubt your trainer has tried all the methods 
permissible, unless maybe your horse is so stale 
he needs turning out on a farm for six months, 
and that may not change his mind when you 
take him up again. About the only thing you 
can do is sell him to someone for a little down,

On Both Sides 


WO weeks ago THE BLOOD-HORSE published 

(July 23, page 131, ff.) a letter from Neil S. 
McCarthy, in regard to certain recommended 
changes in the California racing law. In the 
course of his letter, Mr. McCarthy defined ‘“Cali- 
fornia-bred” as “an animal foaled in California 
from a mare which has been continuously in Cali- 
fornia for the six months immediately preced- 
ing such foaling."” Now comes a letter from an- 
other Californian, whom I remember pleasantly 
from a visit here last year, contending that “Caii- 
fornia-bred” should apply only to animals foaled 
in California and resulting from matings made 
in California, and asking, flatteringly enough, my 
opinion on the subject. 

Well, it is usual to begin such discussions by 
remarking that there is much to say on both 
sides. The latter definition would be of economic 
advantage to present California breeders, in that 
it would rule out of competition stallions not in 
that State, and would prevent the shipping into 
Califoinia of mares bred elsewhere, in order that 
foals of these mares might be eligible to Califor- 
nia-bred races. So far, of course, so good, since 
the main purpose of the offering of California- 
bred races is to assist California breeders while 
the industry is being built up there. 

On the other hand, such a definition would tend 
to prevent the bringing in of outside stock. A 
breeder who was considering the purchase of a 
mare in feal to a good Kentucky or Maryland 
stallion might hesitate if the resultant foal were 
not eligible to California-bred races. And Cali- 
fornia, though it has added a considerable num- 
ber of reasonably good stallions in recent years, 
still needs gocd stock. Horses by the best East- 
ern stallions should be welcome additions to the 
stud in California, as well as mares with stout 
pedigrces. Any interpretation of California-bred 
which discourages the purchase and “importa- 
tien” cf these cannot but have the effect of re- 
tarding the improvement of California stock.

were returned undelivered. Daily Racing Form 
published the blank questionnaire so that inter- 
ested trainers elsewhere might vote. Only four 
trainers responded to this form of interrogation. 

Counting out the ballots which were undeliv- 
ered, the score really stands: For the weight 
rule, 47; against the weight rule, 158; indifferent 
to the weight rule, 295. In other words, the num- 
ber which did not care enough to answer the 
questionnaire outnumbered the other groups 
taken together. Since the opposition to the rule 
came from an organized and militant group, one 
may be sure that virtually all of the opposition 
voted. 

I am not ready as yet to give up hope for 
higher weights. New York, Delaware, and Cali- 
fornia have retained the high weight rule. They 
will infallibly draw the best riders, the bigger 
and—-from the public’s standpoint as well as the 
tracks’ the better stables. This mec-s that a 
race track or a state may make a voluntary 
choice of the class of racing it gets, by holding 
to or discarding high weights. When the class 
of racing falls, so does the pari-mutuel average. 
This fact may inspire a little constructive thought 
on the part of race tracks in the low-weight area, 
and of states which dip into the pari-riutuel 
turnover. 


Scratches 


ANK night has apparently reached the races. 

Washington Park is offering a $1,000 daily 
prize to persons who can pick the first seven 
winners. This ought to improve the handle on 
the first race a good deal, and assist in popular- 
izing racing among the something-for-nothing 
classes. . . . Even if Seabiscuit should achieve 
the difficult feat of displacing Sun Beau as 
leading money winner of the world, the son of 
*Sun Briar would be entitled to a disparaging 
snort or two in his Virginia paddock. Sun Beau 
ran at the fixtures and occasionally the overnight 
purses, sometimes won and sometimes didn't. 
The last races he won, which took him to the 
top, were scored over such as Mate, Plucky 
Play, Gallant Knight, and Mike Hall. There were 
no specials for him. ... Despite early announce- 
ment to the contrary, Hollywood Park did no 
experimenting with ‘qualifiers,’ or horses which 
race for experience but are not subject to bet- 
ting. Sometime ago it was reported that 
Kirby Ramsey, part owner of Mucho Gusto, was 
locking about for Mucho Gusto’s sire, Marvin 
May. I have been informed that Marvin May, 
after being used as a teaser for a few seasons, 
was sold without pedigree in the Lexington 
stock yards a few years ago. ... The 3-year-old 
fillies seem no more consistent than the 3-year- 
old colts. The three principal races for them, 
Acorn Stakes, C. C. A. Oaks, and Test Stakes, 
have been won by different fillies. Handcuff, 
which won the Acorn and the Delaware Oaks, 
got beat in the C. C. A. Oaks and Test Stakes, 
has as good a title as any to leadership.

Bay Parents, Grey Foal 


WISH someone would take a careful look at 

Morris Vehon’s Opera Star, 3-year-old filly 
by Victorian out of *Song Bird, and report to me 
what color she is. If she is actually grey, as the 
official publications of racing report, there is a 
mystery worth investigating. 

Opera Star, foaled in 1935 at Belair Farm, 
near Lexington, was bred by the Hon. Leslie 
Combs, trustee, in partnership with the Warm 
Stable, owner of her sire, Victorian. Mr. Combs 
made an agreement with Messrs. Arnold Hangei 
and Silas B. Mason, Warm Stable owners, that 
at the time the foal was weaned they should draw 
for possession of her. The drawing took place in 
the office of THE BLoop-HoRsE. Two envelopes 
were prepared, one containing a slip of paper 
with the foal’s breeding, the other containing a 
blank piece of paper. The filly fell to the Warm 
Stable, and she was turned over to that partner- 
ship immediately after she was weaned. She was 
sold as a yearling, catalogued as an iron grey 
filly, and was purchased by Mr. Vehon for $2,100. 
Daily Racing Form still carries her as a grey. 

Now, it is well known among Thoroughbred 
breeders that a grey horse must have at least 
one grey parent. Greyness of coat color is a 
hereditary factor which is dominant over the fac- 
tor for pigmentation. Only recessive factors 
(such as chestnut coat color) can be hidden for 
one or more generations and show up in a foal 
neither of whose parents showed such a factor 
in its own external appearance. Greyness can- 
not be covered up for even one generation. 

On the other hand here is a filly registered as 
a grey and racing as a grey, though her parents 
were both bays, and none of her grandparents 
was a grey. *Song Bird, a daughter of Thrush 
(bay) and Gowrie (bay or brown), by Neil Gow, 
has had no other grey foals (though her yearling 
filly by Haste, to be sold at Saratoga this week, 
has a “few grey hairs in tail’). 

There is no question in the mind of Mr. Combs 
that Opera Star was sired by Victorian, and 
‘Song Bird was not even on the same farm with 
a grey stallion during the 1934 breeding season. 

Either the record needs to be set straight or 
one of nature’s most inviolable laws has been 
amended. 


Boojum 


HE victory of Thingumabob in the Arlington 

Futurity last Saturday added another para- 
graph to the remarkable story of Boojum, one of 
the fastest horses the Twentieth Century has 
seen. Boojum, sired by John P. Grier, was thc 
first foal of the Hudson and Youthful Stakes 
winner Elf, by *Chicle out of Wendy, by Peter 
Pan out of Remembrance, by Hamburg or Broom- 
stick (grandsire of John P. Grier). Besides the 
two crosses of Broomstick close up in the pedi- 
gree, there are three crosses of Domino in the 
first five generations. Boojum was a 2-year-old 
in 1929, along with his stablemate Whichone and 
William Woodward's Gallant Fox. The two Whit- 
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ney colts dominated the 2-year-old situation, but 
Boojum's speed, which carried him to victory in 
the Hopeful Stakes in new American record time, 
1:17 for 61. furlongs, was too much for his own 
good, and he broke down early in 1930 and did 
not start as a 3-year-old. An attempt was made 
to train him at four, but he made only one start, 
finishing third. 

Boojum’'s record as a sire is as abbreviated as 
his racing career. In his first season it was dis- 
covered that he was not stopping his mares. An 
injury to the urethra apparently was responsible. 
There was one foal in his first crop (1933), the 
top-class stakes winner Snark, but he was owned 
by the Wheatley Stable and was foaled at A. B. 
Hancock’s Claiborne Stud. The Whitney farm 
staff persisted, and in 1934 was rewarded with 
one foal, Jub Jub, which also proved to be a 
stakes winner. Jub Jub was out of Elaine, a mare 
leased from Dr. Charles E. Hagyard. In 1935 
there was another one-horse crop, a colt (now 
a gelding) called Candle Ends, out of Mad Kiss, 
by Mad Hatter. Candle Ends is not a winner. 

In the 1936 crop, now 2-year-olds, were three 
foals, of which two are already winners, Slave 
Charm, a filly out of *Odalisque II, by John o’ 
Gaunt, and the Arlington Futurity winner Thing- 
umabob, which is Boojum's third stakes winner 
from six foals of racing age. There are no year- 
lings by Boojum, and only one suckling, a bay 
colt out of “Duchess Arda, by Herodote or Gains- 
horough. 


Boojum himself was transferred last year from 
the C. V. Whitney farm at Lexington to the great 
King Ranch in Texas, to be turned out on the 
range with a band of mares, in the faint hope 
that nature might effect a cure. But thus far 
there have been no encouraging reports. His 
son Snark, whose first three dams are by *Hour- 
less, Sardanapale, and Carbine, seems likely to 
carry on the line, and may endow his get with 
more stamina than Boojum himself would have 
done. 


John P. Grier 


T IS no bad year for the reputation of the 21- 

year-old John P. Grier, which in recent years 
has stood at the Meadowview Farms of F. Wallis 
Armstrong at Moorestown, N. J. If we assume 
that for the moment the best two 2-year-olds of 
the year are El Chico and Thingumabob, John P. 
Grier is sire of the former and grandsire of the 
latter, as his greater contemporary, Man o’ War, 
is sire of War Admiral and grandsire of Sea- 
biscuit. El Chico, out of La Chica, by Sweep, is 
inbred to Ben Brush in the same proportion as 
Boojum is inbred to Broomstick, son of Ben 
Brush. And both El Chico and Thingumabob 
have Roi Herode mares for second dams. 


*Polymelian 


LD *Polymelian died recently in California, 

and though his record as a sire is not yet 
finished it is long enough and near enough to 
its close that a rather dependable estimate of 
his strength as a factor in the pedigrees of the 
future can be made. 

*“Polymelian has had 17 crops of foals to 
race, not counting the present crop of 2-year- 
olds, which includes four registered horses. His 
first foals were born in 1918, three of them. 


There were none in 1919, and after that he was 
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represented by good-sized crops until he reached 
his dotage. In the 17 crops were 262 foals, of 
which 176, or 67.2 per cent, were winners, and 
128 were winners as 2-year-olds. Only 14 of 
them were stakes winners, or 5.3 per cent, a 
very low figure as compared with the records 
of his best contemporaries, such as Sweep, 10.8 
per cent stakes winners; Pennant, 14.6 per cent; 
Fair Play, 17.6 per cent; Man o’ War, 18.7 per 
cent; Broomstick, 23.7 per cent. *Polymelian 
sired no outstanding race horse, but got many 
useful racers. Through the 1935 crop of foals 
he was represented by 262 horses of racing age. 
This is exactly the number of foals Fair Play 
got. *Polymelian had more winners than Fair 
Play (176 to 181), and they won more races 
(1,387 to 1,199), but Fair Play’s get averaged 
$10,614 per foal in winnings, more than twice 
Polymelian’s average of $5,104 per foal. 

Mares by *Polymelian are doing well in the 
stud, but their success is chiefly owing to alli- 
ances with Pompey, one of the most prepotent 
stallions now at stud. Caruso, fast son of 
*Polymelian, is siring good horses. But, gen- 
erally speaking, if *Polymelian is to have any 
part in the breeding of top horses, it must be 
in association with blocd that is stronger than 
his own. 


Bud Lerner 


UD LERNER, standing at the Merryland 

Farm of W. M. Elder at Hydes, Md., has out 
no fewer than 29 winners this year, including two 
stakes winners out of Mr. Elder’s Inchcape Belle, 
the 3-year-old Thanksgiving and the 2-year-old 
Bud’s Bell. Apparently the son of The Finn is in 
for the best year he has had since he entered the 
stud. Bud Lerner’s first foals—four of them, all 
fillies—arrived in 1926, and, including the pres- 
ent crop of 3-year-olds, he has had a total of 108 
foals to reach racing age.

Saratoga 


IRST week of the Saratoga meeting, ending 

July 30, was marked chiefly by the return of 
War Admiral to competition, and by the ascent 
to juvenile leadership of William Ziegler, Jr.’s 
John P. Grier colt El Chico. The Man o’ War colt 
had little more than a canter in the weight-for- 
age Wilson Stakes, would have had an easier time 
in the Saratoga Handicap if Kurtsinger had not 
misjudged the field behind him. As it was, he 
had to bear down on War Admiral in the last 100 
yards to stand off the high-class mare Esposa, 
after she had apparently been beaten a furlong 
from the finish. No one would attempt to predict 
the plans of the Riddle stable, but apparently the 
Man o’ War colt has stopped looking for “spots,” 
is going after the fixtures as they come. 

El Chico's principal rival in the East has been 
Eight Thirty, though the two had not met be- 
fore. A smashing victory in the United States 
Hotel Stakes left the Ziegler colt at the top of 
the juveniles at Saratoga, as Eight Thirty had 
won the Flash Stakes on opening day. Principal 
rival now seems to be Thingumabob, whose vic- 
tory in the Arlington Futurity makes him the 
logical challenger. 

Other developments during the week included 
a fine seven-furlong performance by Airflame in 
the American Legion Handicap, the appearance 
of Black Wave among the aspirants for 3-year- 
old filly honors, and the defeat of *Rioter by Na- 
tional Anthem in the Shillelah Steeplechase 
Handicap. The week's principal 3-year-old stakes, 
the Saranac Handicap, went to Mrs. Parker Corn- 
ing’s Thanksgiving, but the Bud Lerner colt had 
little behind him. 

Principal events during the current week in- 
clude the Saratoga Sales Stakes, Kenner Stakes, 
and Schuylerville Stakes. The Saturday program 
will have two stakes, the Saratoga Special for 
2-year-olds, and the Merchants’ and Citizens’ 
Handicap for older horses. 


Seneca Claiming Stakes 


Calumet Farm's Taxes (105), appropriately 
named son of Eternal, was made a slight favorite 
for the Seneca Claiming Stakes ($1,500 added, 
3-year-olds, six furlongs) at Saratoga July 26. 
With Jockey Basil James in the saddle, Taxes 
came from off the pace which Sage Stable’s 
Watchcase (10712) was setting, ran head-and- 
head with the On Watch filly through the 
stretch, and came out at the end to win by a 
neck.

The Test Stakes ($2,000 added, 3-year-old fil- 
lies, seven furlongs) was inaugurated at Sara- 
toga in 1922 at 11, miles, but was not run again 
until 1926, when the present distance was adopt- 
ed. The third running went to the Friar Rock 
filly Black Curl, a Rancocas Stable racer. For 
this year’s running, the favorite and winner was 
Black Curl’s daughter, Black Wave (113), a *Sir 
Gallahad III filly owned by Nydrie Stables.

National Anthem has won two races out of 12 
starts in 1937 and 1938, and both victories were 
scored in the Shillelah Steeplechase. Bred by Dr. 
Charles E. Hagyard at Lexington, he was sold at 
Saratoga as a yearling, went to Brookmeade 
Stable for $5,000. Though he won one race on 
the flat at two, he failed to show much promise 
in this department, and after three races as a 
3-year-old was put to jumping in August of the 
same season. In six seasons National Anthem 
has started 58 times, won eight races, finished 
second 11 times, third eight times, earned $14,- 
975. His stakes wins also include the Meadow- 
brook Steeplechase of 1936. Golden Melody, which 
did not race, is also dam of the winners Song Hit 
(16 wins), Elanbee, and Gold Witch.

Chief interest in the race lay in the meeting of 
William Ziegler, Jr.'s El Chico (122) and George

Two for War Admiral 


After his dismal showing in the Massachusetts 
Handicap, it was recognized that Glen Riddle 
Farms’ War Admiral was not fond of mud, but 
for the Wilson Stakes ($3,000 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, one mile) at Saratoga July 27, the only 
other starters were William Ziegler, Jr.’s Esposa 
(121), an indifferent mudder, and Belair Stud’s 
Fighting Fox (3-y-o, 116), no mudder at all. 
Furthermore, weight-for-age races are few, and 
the Man o’ War colt was able to get in under 
126 pounds. So without much advance notice, 
War Admiral came out for the Wilson Stakes, 
was made a 3-to-5 choice, which was the longest 
price he has paid this year. 

With Charles Kurtsinger in the saddle, War 
Admiral broke well and under restraint. Fight- 
ing Fox was off in the lead, but he ran out on 
the first turn, and War Admiral went to the 
front, never to be headed. Since he was to work 
out an additional eighth, Kurtsinger did not 
take him up coming to the finish, and he won 
by eight lengths, with Fighting Fox a length 
and a half in front of Esposa. The mare turned 


in a poor effort, also worked another eighth. 
War Admiral completed his nine furlongs in 
1:54, Esposa in 1:55. Time, :24, :4815, 1:13, 
1:39%;5, track muddy. Stakes division, $2,925, 
$700, $350. 


There was consequently no reason to expect 
that War Admiral (130) would have a great 
deal more opposition in the Saratoga Handicap 
($7,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, 114, miles) on 
July 30, particularly after three of the light- 
weights were scratched. He had beaten Esposa 
(116) badly a few days earlier, was giving her 
only five pounds more. Shandon Farm’s Burning 
Star (112) has raced disappointingly this season, 
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Kenneth T. Dawes’ Unfailing (110) raced this 
season and last in claiming events, and Belair 
Stud’s *Isolater (10512) has been in poor form. 

War Admiral got the best of the start. He was 
fractious, was placed outside the gate, but was 
not put the specified two lengths behind it. He 
broke in motion, and Charles Kurtsinger kept 
him well out on the track going to the first turn. 
Esposa was hustled hard to keep up, and Nick 
Wall tried to send her into the lead inside the 
Man o’ War colt. Kurtsinger detected the inten- 
tion, asked War Admiral for a bit more speed, 
took him over to the rail and closed up the hole. 
Running under restraint, War Admiral led 
through the back stretch, then began drawing 
away as Kurtsinger let him run. At the eighth- 
pole, with the race apparently safe, Kurtsinger 
took him up. The game Espino mare had a chal- 
lenge left, and she gained rapidly through the 
last eighth. In the last 70 yards Kurtsinger had 
to rouse his mount sharply, was riding hard with 
hands and heels at the finish, War Admiral won 
by a neck, with Esposa five lengths in front of 
*Isolator. Unfailing was fourth, four lengths 
farther back, with Burning Star last. Time, :24, 
74915, 1:14, 1:39, 2:06, track slow. Stakes di- 
vision, $7,500, $1,500, $750, $300.

War Admiral, by his two victories, ran his 
record to 20 starts, 16 wins, two seconds, one 
third. He has earned $248,975, but did not change 
his position on the list of leading American money 
winners, remaining fourteenth, only $490 behind 
his sire.

Esposa, by her second and third money, swelleu 
her earnings to $113,450, moved from seventh to 
fifth place among money-winning American 
mares, passing Firenze and Anita Peabody. Ii 
she remains sound she is very likely to pass Miss 
Woodford ($118,270) and Bateau ($120,760), has 
little chance to catch Princess Doreen ($174,745) 
or Top Flight ($275,900). 


Key Down 


When a totalizator operator gets his machine 
stuck, he yells “key down!” and operations are 
suspended while repairs are made. Something 
of this sort will delay the advent of pari-mutuel 
machines in New York for at least a year, ac- 
cording to reports from New York’s Constitu- 
tional Convention. 

Last year’s Legislature passed the Dunnigan 
bill for legalization of pari-mutuel machines. 
Should next year’s Legislature pass it, it will 
go before the voters in November, 1939, and 
could become operative in 1940. But Senator 
John J. Dunnigan had announced he would try 
to get the measure incorporated in the constitu- 
tional changes now being deliberated at Albany, 
which would have brought the referendum this 
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fall, and in the event of passage would have 
been operative next year. 

However, the Constitutional Convention seems 
to be Republican-controlled. The Hirschberg 
amendment, removing the constitutional ban 
against gambling, was defeated. As _ political 
strategy, Democratic leaders are now trying to 
prevent incorporation of any number of popular 
measures in the proposed constitutional changes, 
so that they can make a successful fight against 
the Republicans in the fall. Senator Dunnigan 
said July 31 that he would not bring up his 
proposal, would wait for the next Legislature. 

Should the Democratic strategy succeed, the 
New York State Constitution will be left where 
it was, with the expense of the Constitutional 
Convention the cnly important result. 


Aqueduct Fall Stakes 


Blanks for the seven stakes which will be run 
at the fall meeting at Aqueduct have been issued, 
and the stakes all close on August 8. The stakes 
are the same as those offered last year, except 
that the Junior Champion Stakes has been raised 
from $7,500 added to $10,000 added. The stakes 
for the meeting, which opens August 29, runs 
through September 14:

National Stallion Stakes 


Entry of stallions for the National Stallion 
Stakes of 1940 closes August 15. Subscription 
for each stallion is $200, or only $100 if the stal- 
lion does not have a winner before January 1 of 
this year. Sixty per cent of the nomination fees 
of stallions goes to the nominators, the other 40 
per cent is added to the purse of the race. Nomi- 
nator of the sire of the winner gets 30 per cent, 
of the sire of the second horse, 20 per cent, of 
the sire of the third horse, 10 per cent. Nomina- 
tions of foals of duly nominated stallions close in 
December of this year. 


Trainer L. E. Ogle Suspended 


Herbert Bayard Swope, chairman of the New 
York State Racing Commission, announced July 
28 that a saliva specimen taken from Busy K., 
winner of the Yonkers Handicap at Empire City 
July 23, showed presence of caffeine, and all en- 
tries made by Trainer L. E. Ogle would be refused 
pending further investigation. 

On July 31, the commission announced that 
Trainer Ogle and Ralph Imig, a groom, had been 
suspended for 60 days.

LIGHTNING struck the hedge at the Liverpool 
jump at Saratoga just after the racing of July 
28, burned most of it. 
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Rockingham Park Closes 


PERATORS of Rockingham Park had the 

rather dubious comfort, after the meeting 
closed on July 30, of knowing that the meeting 
would have been a tremendous success if they had 
had any sort of break in the weather. The first 
two weeks of the meeting were harassed almost 
constantly by rain. The third week began well 
enough, but on July 29 there was a terrific elec- 
trical storm and a downpour which washed most 
of the topsoil from the racing strip. The last 
race of the day, as a correspondent remarked, was 
purely a guessing contest until the horses came 
to the last 100 yards. After the fifth race the 
electrical storm was so intense that stewards 
waved some of the horses back to the paddock 
without the usual weighing-out formalities. 
Jockey Maurice Berger, however, made the race 
the occasion of his one-hundredth win, splashed 
in through the slop of the sixth event with an- 
other winner. The camera could not be used on 
the last three races because of the darkness. 

Closing day was clear, and the track, with most 
of its topsoil washed away, was classified as fast. 
Not so the parking area, and cars were bogged 
down to their axles. The closing program was 
strung out until after 6:30. 

But with all of this difficulty, the pari-mutuel 
turnover, for the 18 days was $4,682,525, for a 
daily average of $260,140. This represented a 
slight drop from last year’s corresponding meet- 
ing, when the average was $269,225, but lasi 
season's venture included the Fourth of July, had 
reasonably good weather. That the 1938 meeting 
was so well supported under such adverse condi- 
tions indicated that with fair weather it would 
have gone far beyond 1937 figures. 


Savage Beauty's Matron Handicap 


There were only four starters for Rockingham 
Park's Matron Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, fillies and mares, 1 1-16 miles) on 
July 27, and W. L. Brann’s Savage Beauty (117), 
which had run Marica to a one-length victory at 
Delaware Park, was made a 3-to-5 favorite. R. 
S. Clark’s Third Party (3-y-o0, 110) was away in 
front, but she could never draw clear of the 
favorite, and the two staged a head-and-head 
duel for the last seven furlongs. In the stretch, 
under Jockey O. Laidley’s hard drive, Savage 
Beauty established a slight lead over the stub- 
born *Teddy filly and won by a nose. Third 
Party was an easy second, two and a half lengths 
in front of Mrs. S. Orr’s Lady Montrose (105),

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From 24 starts, Savage Beauty has won four 
races, including the New England Oaks last year. 
She has finished second seven times, third three 
times, and has earned $11,240. She is the fourth 
stakes winner from *Challenger II's second crop 
of foals. Khara won Selima Stakes and seven 
other races at two and has also produced the 
winners Kharaon and Spittenimage. Decree, un- 
placed at two, has also produced the winners 
Deduce (29 wins, including Harlem Stakes, 
Knickerbocker Handicap), Zaidee (20 wins), 
Love Lost, Speech, Joculator, and Sing Low. She 
was sister to the winners Orders, Resolute, and 
Anna Horton, the latter dam of five winners, in- 
cluding the stakes winners Rust and Spanish 
Play. Royal Message won and also produced the 
winners Edict (Spinaway, Troy, Schuylerville 
Stakes) and Proclamation. 


Gerald First, Teufel Last 


The crowd at Rockingham Park on the last 
day of the meeting, July 30, did very well at pick- 
ing winners. Five post favorites were among the 
eight winners during the day. But in the Rock- 
ingham Park Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, 1's miles) the good people of New Eng- 
land made a mistake. They made a strong fa- 
vorite of Ogden Phipps’ Teufel (122), and Teufel 
finished last in the field of six. The extreme out- 
sider in the betting was A. C. Compton’s Gerald 
(107), at odds of $26.10 to $1. Gerald, ridden by 
F. Schieh, wrested the lead from Mrs. V. Wyse’s 
Eastport (115) before the field had finished the 
first turn, drew out in the back stretch, and gal- 
loped home to an easy win. On the last turn a 
thrilling contest ensued, but it was for second 
place. The whole field, except for Gerald, was 
closely bunched at the three-eighths pole. East- 
port and R. A. Moore’s Piccolo (106) came oui 
from the others in the run down the stretch, and 
though Eastport held a narrow advantage at the 
eighth pole Piccolo beat him a half-length for the 
place and finished three lengths behind the win- 
ner. W. L. Brann’s Challephen (113) was fourth, 
a length farther back, followed by First Alarm 


(104) and Teufel. Time, :24%, :484, 1:1236, 
1:38, 1:51, track fast.

Gerald, bred by Christopher J. Fitz Gerald, one 
of America’s veteran racing officials, and foaled 
at Howard Oots’ Fayette Farm near Lexington, 
has never quite lived up to his early promise, but 
has been a very useful racer. In three seasons he 
has started 29 times, won six races, finished four 
times second, three times third, earned $10,770. 
The Rockingham Park Handicap was his first 
stakes win. He is the eighth stakes winner of 
1938 out of a daughter of Man o’ War. His dam, 
Sarah Constant, did not race, was retired to the 
stud as a 3-year-old. She has had three foals, 
all by *Pharamond II, of which stallion Mr. Fitz 
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Gerald is part owner. Gerald’s sister, Saramond, 
won 12 races in four seasons. His 3-year-old 
brother, Garry, is not a winner, but placed last 
year at two. Etoile d’Or is dam of the winners 
Horatia (sister to Sarah Constant), Common- 
wealth (Bowie Endurance Handicap), Golden 
Princess (24 wins), Thirteen Stars, and Blaze 
d’Or. The third dam was the noted mare Christ- 
mas Star, winner and dam of the winners Escoba 
(Idle Hour, Bashford Manor, Harold Stakes, 
Breeders’ Futurity, second in Kentucky Derby, 
and sire), Mars (Travers, Walden, Junior Cham- 
pion Stakes, Washington, Saratoga, Saranac, 
Dixie Handicaps, and sire), Noel (also sire), 
Guiding Star, and St. Joseph, and of the producer 
Mollie King. Christmas Star was sister to Addie 
M., half-sister to Yankee Girl, noted stakes win- 
ners and producers. 


RHODE ISLAND 


Narragansett Park 


ITH clear weather, a fast track, no state 

militia, and no repercussions of the battling 
which caused cancellation of the fall meeting 
last year, Narragansett Park opened under new 
management August 1, for 36 days of racing. 
A crowd estimated at 12,000 was present for an 
enjoyable day of racing. In addition to the 
stables which have been racing in New England, 
a few horses came over from the Chicago and 
New York sections, and accounted for two of 
the day’s eight races. 

Feature of the day was the Narragansett Han- 
dicap, in which the speedy 8-year-old Accolade 
turned in one of his best performances, beat a 
field of high class sprinters in 1:1045. Only 
other non-claiming event was a maiden 2-year- 
old event. W. E. Boeing’s Chief Gamble, which 
was disqualified in his last previous start, at 
Saratoga, made a runaway of this one, won by 
two and a half lengths, gave the young Whitney 
sire Questionnaire another winner. 

Narragansett Park has announced a series of 
distance races this season, began by offering two 
events at 1 3-16 miles. O. L. Foster’s Casing- 
head, by *Swift and Sure, won the first of these, 
and the other went to H. Bieber’s Dick Merrill, 
by Petee-Wrack. 


Accolade's Good Race 


There were 11 sprinters, nearly all of them 
dangerous, for the Narragansett Handicap 
($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, six furlongs) 
on opening day at Narragansett Park, August 1. 
Bettors made a slight favorite of Preeminent 
(128), but weight apparently stopped the 
Supremus horse, and except for a brief move in 
the back stretch he did little. 

The early lead fell to Wheatley Stable’s Merry 
Lassie (3-y-0, 110), which seems barely unable 
to carry her speed for six furlongs against good 
company. She was three lengths in front with 
a quarter-mile to go, but thereafter the field 
began closing on her. Second through the early 
furlongs was W. F. Morgan's The Fighter (114), 
but before he could get to the filly he had been 
passed by Doniey Christmas’ Accolade (113), 8- 
year-old *Bright Knight gelding. Accolade head- 
ed Merry Lassie at the eighth-pole, drew 
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out under Bobby Dotter’s handling to win by 
two lengths. Merry Lassie kept second place 
by a length from The Fighter, with Felix 
Spatola’s Wise Prince (118) fourth, a head 
farther back. In order followed Sun Egret 
(3-y-o, 114), Natty Boy (106), Infantry (109), 
Preeminent, Infidox (108), Lady Maryland (112), 
and Air Chute (1051.). Time, :23, 1:1045, 
track fast.

Accolade did not race at two, and his perform- 
ances at three and four were extremely modest. 
But in his last four seasons he has been a good 
campaigner, winning Gaspee Claiming Stakes, 
White River, Mohawk, New Haven, Puritan Han- 
dicaps. In all he has started 93 times, won 27 
races, finished second 12 times, third eight times, 
and has earned $47,330. Celebration won at two 
and has produced six foals of racing age, all win- 
ners. The others are Mixed Party (to five), Joy- 
ride (McIntyre and Louden Memorial Handicap), 
Rough Party (to five), Gay Party, and Third 
Party (Rockingham Park Juvenile Handicap). 
Sand Pocket won and also produced the winners 
Sand Bed, Rock Pocket, Hobclaw, and Salubria. 
Pocketpiece also produced Talisman (Debutante 
Stakes, Buffalo, Express, Merchants’ Handicaps, 
and dam of Sarazen II), Good Luck (California 
Derby), For Luck, Old Coin, Pennyrock, Pough- 
keepsie, Wishmaker, and Myrtle Marian (also pro- 
ducer), and the producers Pocket and Julia 
Hagan.

Leading Owner If— 


The sale of the C. V. Whitney horses in train- 
ing at Pimlico last fall surprised the most op- 
timistic judges of the market, when 15 head 
brought a total of $119,600. But horses from 
this sale have won, to date, a total of $183,790, 
despite the fact that at least one filly was sent 
to stud with no further chance to race. Thingu- 
mabob, which Mr. Whitney sold privately as a 
yearling, has earned $31,810. Disregarding all 
of the other Whitney horses sold as yearlings, 
if Thingumabob and the horses sold at _ the 
Pimlico dispersal had raced as well under the 
C. V. Whitney silks, the stable’s earnings would 
total $215,600, with only nine horses included. 
This figure would have made Mr. Whitney lead- 
ing money winner of 1938 to date. It would have 
made him leading money winner of the year in 
1936 or 1937.

Arlington Park Closes 


AIN at the end of last week left Arlington 

Park with a muddy racing strip, but by dint 
of hard work it had been dried out reasonably 
well for the Saturday program, featured chiefly 
by the Arlington Futurity, and the going affected 
the time of the race more than the chances of the 
horses. The winner was the Boojum colt Thing- 
umabob, which will now go East in quest of 
further honors, will probably meet the best of his 
age in some of Saratoga’s stakes. Supporting the 
Futurity was the $5,000 added Arlington Handi- 
cap, won by Cardinalis, a Blue Larkspur colt 
which was winning his first stakes. Last race of 
the day and meeting was a 11!5-mile event over 
the turf course, the winner being L. Kay’s Boy 
Valet, a 7-year-old Black Servant gelding bred 
by E. R. Bradley. 

The Arlington Park meeting probably exceeded 
expectations. Crowds were reported as larger 
than in 1937, and though the pari-mutuel turn- 
over Was not as great as last year, the drop was 
considerably less than had been expected on the 
basis of the drop in patronage at Aurora and 
Lincoln Fields. 

Washington Park began its 30-day program 
August 1, will probably improve over last year, 
when it was adversely affected by bad weather. 
Most of the better horses will probably leave the 
Chicago section for Eastern tracks, and the re- 
cent return to the low weight rule in Illinois may 
cause some of the better riders to leave also. 
The Washington Park program, however, is not 
an ambitious one, and there will be plenty of 
horses to fill the races offered. 


Cardinalis Gets Up 


The Arlington Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, 114 miles) got its tenth running, at 
Arlington Park July 30, more or less by misad- 
venture. The fixture was dropped from the stakes 
schedule this year, in favor of a $25,000 added 
weight-for-age race. But the series of fiascos in 
the attempt to bring out War Admiral and Sea- 
biscuit had left Arlington Park officials canny, 
and they called off the race, as provided by the 
conditions, ten days before the scheduled date, 
when connections of the more prominent candi- 
dates refused to commit themselves. So a $5,000 
race was offered in its place, and the track kept 
the record of its fixture intact by naming it the 
Arlington Handicap. 

No such field appeared as in the years when 
Sun Beau, Equipoise, and Discovery were the 
winners. Most of the seven starters were hardy 
campaigners which had dipped in and out of the 
upper claiming divisions, and E. W. Duffy’s Grey 
Gold (118) was made favorite. Grey Gold, how- 
ever, never had much of a chance. At the start 
Mrs. L. J. Hickman’s Arabs Arrow (112) dashed 
out at high speed to build up a four-length lead. 
Nearest in pursuit, and well clear of the rest, was 
P. L. Kelley's Cardinalis (106), and under Jockey 
J. G. Wilson’s hard ride in the stretch the Blue 
Larkspur colt gradually cut away the leader's 
margin, got up in the last stride to win by a nose. 
Grey Gold, shaken up repeatedly and swerving 
in the stretch, ran well in the closing furlong to 
finish third, two and a half lengths behind the 
leaders. Six lengths farther back fourth place 
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went to Young and Rodgers’ Safe and Sound 
(108). Her Reigh (107), Midas (103), and 
Chance Ray (113) completed the field. Time,

Cardinalis was foaled at A. B. Hancock’s Clai- 
borne Stud, Paris, Ky., March 25, 1934. He was 
taken to Saratoga as a yearling, sold to Mr. 
Nightingale (Mrs. E. G. Lewis) for $3,700. He 
lacked $5 of winning back his purchase price at 
two, winning four races and finishing third in the 
Youthful Stakes. In his 3-year-old season he fell 
to the claiming ranks, passed to T. D. Grimes, 
from whom he came to his present owner, ap- 
parently by private purchase. In all he has start- 
ed 62 times, won 14 races, finished second nine 
times, third 12 times, and has earned $16,805. 
*Channelle has also produced the winner Captain 
Jinks (to five, 1938) and the producer *Talitha. 
Her only other foal of racing age, a 1938 2-year- 
old, has started but has not won. Frizelle is dam 
of Orlanda, winner and dam of this year’s French 
Derby winner Cillas. For Frizette’s racing and 
breeding record, see the pedigree of Black Wave 
in the account of the Test Stakes, this issue. 
*Channelle’s yearling colt by Blue Larkspur will 
be sold at Saratoga August 5. 


Boojum's Speedster 


For one reason or another, the 2-year-olds 
which received most support for the Arlington 
Futurity ($20,000 added, 2-year-olds, six fur- 
longs) came up to the race with very little form. 
The favorite was the entry of Manhasset Stable’s 
Thingumabob (117) and Greentree Stable’s Equi- 
librium (117), sons of Boojum and Equipoise, 
respectively. Each had started only once. The 
strongest opposition was expected, rightly, from 
Milky Way Farm’s entry of No Competition 
(117), a *Bull Dog colt which had made three 
starts, Up the Creek (114), another *Bull Dog 
which had started only once, and Time Please 
(117), a *Pharamond II colt which had made 
three starts. None of the five was a stakes win- 
ner, and only No Competition had run in a stakes. 

The start was good, with No Competition 
jumping off in front. Thingumabob got away 
rather well, and when he found his stride he 
began moving up fast. Fortunate in finding room, 
he came through inside No Competition as the 
field reached the turn. He drew out with high 
speed, went wide on the stretch turn. The loss 
of ground meant little to the Boojum colt and he 
straightened away well in the lead. No Competi- 
tion was holding on gamely, but he could not 
match the speed of the leader, and though Eddie 
Arcaro did not push him, Thingumabob gained 
steadily, won by five lengths. No Competition 
held second place safe, with Hal Price Headley’s 
Hants (117), a *Strathleven gelding, closing 
strongly to take third place, a length and a half 
away.

The running of the race was thus another chap- 
ter in the speed epic of Boojum and his sons, an 
account of which appears in Pedigree Points in 
this issue. Thingumabob, foaled at the C. V. 
Whitney farm, Lexington, May 5, 1936, was the 
fifth foal of the Ormondale mare Refine, owned 
by Lucas B. Combs, but leased by Mr. Whitney. 
The lease was not renewed in 1936, and Refine 
was returned to Mr. Combs. Thingumabob was 
sold to Mrs. C. S. Payson (Joan Whitney) in Oc- 
tober, 1937, is still owned by Mrs. Payson, but 
races under the colors of the Manhasset Stable, 
in which the other partner is Mrs. Thomas I. 
Laughlin. Three of Refine’s other four foals 
reached racing age, included the winners Canon- 
azo and Western Lad. *Refugee III won Summer 
Plate, Derby Test Plate in England. She is also 
dam of the winners *Peggoty (also producer), 
Ruth Mayes, Lucy T., and In India. She had 
only one other foal, which placed but did not win. 
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Aliena won four races at two and three, and was 
also dam of the winners Duke of Tipperary, Land 
of Song (Irish Derby, Windsor Castle, Wiltshire 
Stakes), and Glen Andred, and the producers 
Santaliena, Belle of Ireland, and Hullo America. 
She had only one other foal. 


The Platers Have It 


Of a total of 500 questionnaires on the matter 
of high weights sent out by the Illinois State 
Racing Commission, 205 were signed, filled out, 
and returned. Of these 158 were in favor of re- 
turning to lower weights. So on July 26 the 
commission announced that it would give up its 
fight for high weights, would return to the old 
rule after the Arlington Park meeting ends. Most 
of the best horses at Arlington Park will move 
to Saratoga after the meeting is over, and for the 
remainder of the Illinois season cheaper horses 
and lightweight riders will make up the fare. 


Carruthers To Rest 


On the advice of his physician, Roy Carruthers 
said July 27 that he would not serve as a steward 
at Santa Anita this winter, thus resigning a post 
he has held since the Arcadia track opened. At 
the close of the meeting at Arlington Park, 
where he is general manager, Mr. Carruthers 
will return to Kentucky for a rest, and though 
he expects to go to California again this winter, 
he will simply be on vacation. He hopes to be 
back at Arlington Park next year.

Death of *Polymelian 


M. STOUT, whose Arcadia Stock Farm is 
e at Arcadia, Calif., near Santa Anita Park, 
writes THE BLOOD-HORSE that Cleaveland Put- 
nam’s 24-year-old *Polymelian, by Polymelus— 
*Pasquita, by Sundridge, died at his place on July 
i¢. *Polymelian’s 1938 crop includes about 10 
foals, of which five are at Arcadia Stock Farm, 
the others at Henry Knight’s Almahurst Farm, 
near Lexington, where Mr. Putnam has a num- 
ber of mares. The old stallion was bred to a few 
mares this spring, will presumably have a small 
crop of foals in 1939. 

Bred in England by John B. Joel and imported 
as a yearling by William R. Coe, *Polymelian 
was raced only at four. He won four of his 
eight starts, was once second, three times third, 
earned $2,769. At Saratoga he set a track record 
for six furlongs in 1:10%; with 129 pounds up, 
and defeated *Sun Briar and others. In the 
Luzerne Highweight Handicap, he carried 140 
pounds, equaled his own track record time. In 
1919 Mr. Coe imported *Pasquita, dam of *Poly- 
melian. 

He was reasonably successful in stud, siring 
Karl Eitel, Caruso, and others, and his daughters 
have produced Ladysman, No More, Sun Egret, 
Osculator, Pompeius, and other stakes winners. 

When W. R. Coe’s Shoshone Stud was dis- 
persed in the fall of 1935, *Polymelian went to 
Mr. Coe’s farm manager, Hugh Fontaine, for 
$2,500. A few days later Mr. Putnam purchased 
him privately from Mr. Fontaine, sent him west.

Thistle Down Park 


HE Cleveland area got fairly good weather 

last week, but rain on Thursday left the 
Thistle Down track muddy for two days, and it 
was still drying out for the Saturday program. 
The crowd was very good, estimated at 12,000. 
Best race on the program was the Forest City 
Stakes, which proved the occasion of Oddesa 
Beulah’s ninth victory. Other events of the day 
were under claiming conditions. Last race on the 
Saturday card was a two-mile event, won by J. 
Jaffee’s Bay Eagle, a 3-year-old son of Brown 
Bud. Jockey S. Williams, who also rode the wiri- 
ner of the seventh race, was the rider. 

The July 30 program completed the first 18 
days of a 42-day meeting. The racing at Thistle 
Down improved considerably last year and this, 
and crowds and betting have increased in pro- 
portion, and the current venture seems on the 
way to a successful conclusion. 


Thirteenth Start 


Oddesa Farms’ Oddesa Beulah (120) smashed 
out seven consecutive victories in the early part 
of the year, has had a hard time adding to them. 
She was beaten in the Debutante Stakes at Louis- 
ville, was beaten twice in three starts at Detroit, 
was beaten in her first attempt at Thistle Down 
Park. But the Wise Counsellor filly found her 
early form again July 30 in the Forest City Stakes 
($2,000 added, 2-year-olds, about 51, furlongs). 
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With Jockey A. Craig in the saddle, Oddesa Beu- 
lah left the post at high speed, carried it to the 
finish. She won by three and a half lengths from 
Mrs. H. Torriente’s Joji T. (117), a Supremus 
filly which had beaten her a head a week earlier, 
with a six-pound weight advantage. A lengih 
farther back was D. Sheppard’s Osa Atkins 
(109), a filly by Osculator. The five colts and 
geldings in the race trailed the three fillies. River 
Divide Farms’ Handiboy (115) was fourth, fol- 
lowed by Bright (112), Blue Star (115), Blanco 
Sweep (108), Norman Sloat (108). Time, 1:053;, 
track good. Stakes division, $1,665, $400, $150, 
$50.

SARATOGA SALES 


IRST night of the yearling sales at Saratoga 

was August 2, when principal consignors 
were Labrot and Co. (Holly Beach Farm), Tollie 
Young (Creekview Farm), Charles W. Williams 
(Stadacona Farm), and others. Reports of this 
sale reach Lexington too late for inclusion in this 
issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE. 

The sales began with two notable absentees. 
Mrs. Ethel V. Mars, whose mother died recently, 
did not expect to be in Saratoga for at least an- 
other week, and in her absence Trainer Bob Mc- 
Garvey handles the yearling problem. Major 
Austin C. Taylor, Vancouver, B. C., sportsman 
who has purchased a few yearlings through 
Thomas B. Cromwell, wrote that he would not 
attend the sales because of California’s rule 
against early 2-year-old racing, a rule which some 
persons think may be repealed after the Eastern 
sales. 

Two casualties were reported from the first 
shipments to reach Saratoga. A filly by Flying 
Heels—-Maliza, from the consignment of E. K. 
Thomas, and a Diavolo—Galagold filly from the 
Claiborne Stud consignment reached Saratoga so 
ill with shipping fever that both were destroyed. 

With buyers at the races at Saratoga, breeders 
are naturally pleased when horses of their breed- 
ing make a good showing on the track there. On 
Monday, August 1, Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s year- 
lings got a good boost when two Kilmer-bred 2- 
year-olds, both sold in last year’s yearling sales, 
won races. These were Sun Plume, a *Sun Briar 
colt, and Trailer, a colt by Neddie. Horses bred 
by A. B. Hancock went them one better, however 
when Pernie, by Brown Bud, won the fourth race, 
Recussion, by Gallant Fox, took the fifth, and 
Prince Derek, also by Gallant Fox, won the 
seventh. 
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FOREIGN 
Stewards’ Cup Winner 


NE of the best known sprint races in Europe 

is the Stewards’ Cup, run over a distance of 
six furlongs at Goodwood, England’s most fash- 
ionable race course after Ascot. Twenty-five 
starters came out for the 1938 renewal, run July 
26. Winner by a head was Mrs. G. Farrand’s 
Harmachis, with H. G. Blagrave’s Old Reliance 
second, two lengths ahead of Miss Rachel Par- 
sons’ Davy Dolittle. The race was worth £1,325 
($6,625) to the winner. 

Harmachis, an undistinguished winner in his 
earlier seasons, is a 5-year-old bay horse by Roi- 
dore (by Roi Herode) out of Maqueda, by Irish- 
man (by Desmond) out of Minway, by Mintagon, 
third dam the American-bred May W., by 
*Eagle’s Plume out of Froila, by Faustus. Ma- 
queda finished second in the Irish Two Thousand 
Guineas of 1925. 

May W., the American mare in the pedigree, 
was bred in 1894 by Duncan Cameron, of Butte, 
Mont., a region rather remote from the best 
known centers of breeding Thoroughbreds in this 
country, but she came from a successful family 
and was herself a winner of no fewer than 45 
races. She was sister to Plumeria, dam of 12 
winners, including Sir Wilfred (Bell Stakes and 
sire of the Futurity winner Trojan), and several 
producers, including Maud Sherwood, grandam 
of Colonel Livingston, winner of the Breeders’ 
Futurity, Fort Thomas Handicap, and Harold 
Stakes. May W.’s dam, Froila, was also dam of 
the stakes winner Buster Keaton and of Dora W., 
winner and dam of Double Heart. Froila was by 
Faustus out of Bonnie Bruce, by Scottish Eclipse 
out of Lady Woodford, by Woodford (son of 
Ringgold, a very much inbred son of Boston and 
Flirtilla, Jr.), thence back to Young Maid of the 
Oaks, No. 12 family. 

After May W. finished her long racing career 
she became the property of Henry T. Oxnard, 
owner of the Blue Ridge Stud at Upperville, Va., 
and had three foals before she was sent to Eng- 
land in 1908. She must have had a narrow escape 
from losing her Thoroughbred status, for her first 
appearance in the General Stud Book was in Voi- 
ume 22, the volume in which for the first time 
the qualification for acceptance as a Thorough- 
bred was determined by the rule: “No horse or 
mare can, after this date, be considered as eli- 
gible for admission unless it can be traced with- 
out flaw on both sire’s and dam’s side of its pedi- 
gree to horses and mares themselves already ac- 
cepted in the earlier volumes of the Book.” 

The Goodwood Cup, outstanding distance race 
of the Goodwood meeting, was decided July 28, 
and fell to James V. Rank’s Epigram, which 
scored by half a length from W. Barnett’s Senor. 
Five lengths farther back in the field of 11 was 
the third horse, Baron Edouard de Rothschild’s 
French-bred Vaisseau Fantome. 

Epigram is a 5-year-old entire horse by the in- 
evitable Son-in-Law out of Flying Sally, by Fly- 
ing Orb, second dam Salamandra, by St. Frus- 
quin. Senor is by the Derby Winner Trigo out 
of Wish Maiden, by Son-in-Law. 

Prior to winning the Goodwood Cup Epigram 
had won the Queen Alexandra Stakes (two miles, 
six furlongs, 75 yards) at Ascot and the Sum- 
mer Handicap (two miles, 24 yards) at New- 
market. In these three wins he has raced a total 


of seven miles, three furlongs, 99 yards. 
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Del Mar 


N July 29 the Del Mar track at San Diego, 

generally referred to on the Coast as “Bing 
Crosby's track,” got under way its summer meet- 
ing. It drew most of the horses which have been 
racing at Hollywood Park, though it is able to 
offer no such purses as the Inglewood track, op- 
erates with a $600 purse minimum. 

There were two stakes events offered on open- 
ing day. The Del Coronado Hotel Stakes, a 
sprint for 2-year-olds, fell to W. C. Stroube's 
Kenty Miss, only foal of the *Teddy horse Kenty, 
now five years old and still racing. The Rancho 
Santa Fe Handicap, a sprint for older horses, 
was won by Charles S. Howard's Ariel Cross, 6- 
year-old Ariel gelding, with the fast Speed to 
Spare second. 

The riding duel of Silvio Coucci and Johnny 
Adams, which ended in a 46-all tie at Hollywood 
Park, began again at Del Mar. Adams got the 
first winner, in the third race. Coucci rode Kenty 
Miss, but dropped back when Adams beat him 
with the 8-to-1 shot Eniz in the last race. 


Hollywood Park's Revenue 


Los Angeles newspapers last week estimated 
the gross revenue of Hollywood Park at approxi- 
mately $2,500,000, of which about $1,600,000 rep- 
resents commission from pari-mutuel betting. 
Attendance totaled about 550,000, at prices rang- 
ing upward from $1.10. There were 190,000 au- 
temobiles parked at 25 cents each. The plant 
expected a profit of nearly $1,000,000. 

It was predicted that stockholders would re- 
ceive a 20 per cent dividend, that purses for next 
season would be raised to a $1,200 minimum, that 
additional barns and a training track would be 
built, that an investigation of oil-drilling possi- 
bilities on the track’s property would be made.

Eclipse Stakes 


ONDON, July 18.—-The Eclipse Stakes meet- 

ing at Sandown Park is our nearest ap- 
proach to Ascot as a social] function, and the 
company on the members’ lawn is almost as 
distinguished as that in the Ascot Royal En- 
closure. The fixture was not favored with iis 
customary brilliant weather last week, but it 
held fine, though dull, while the well watered 
course afforded the best of going. The Sandown 
executives have found a means of circumventing 
those jockeys who gained an advantage by 
racing wide on the un-watered part of the course. 
It is a wide track, and a set of temporary rails 
has been erected at the all-important bend and 
in the straight, reducing the width of the course 
and compelling riders to keep to the portion that 
has been treated by the hydrants. There is no 
doubt that many races in the past, including at 
least two Eclipse Stakes, have been won by 
clever tactics on the part of jockeys, who al- 
though traveling farther on a wide outside, 
have been galloping cn top of the ground while 
tivals have been slowed up by the soft footing 
near the rails. I must say that the temporary 
rails detract from the appearance of the course, 
and while talking of appearances I might sug- 
gest that a lick of white paint on the dingy 
stands would not be out of the way. 

Only six went to the post for the prize worth 
8,868 sovercigns last Friday, but the field made 
up in quality what it lacked in size. Scottish 
Union, Pasch, Cave Man, and Blandstar were 
renewing their Derby rivalry, and these 3-year- 
olds were opposed by the seniors Fair Copy and 
Perifox. A paddock inspection revealed why 
there was such abundant faith in Pasch. The 
colt, which was paraded with a stable lad on 
his back, looked heavier and more full of muscle 
over his quarters than on Derby Day —jauntier 
and better than ever before. Cave Man is a 
beauty, but he may have been feeling’ the 
effects of his hard race with Pound Foolish at 
Newmarket a fortnight previously, and he was 
not quite so bright of coat as I have seen him. 
Scottish Union appeared a bit finer drawn than 
at Epsom and Ascot, but Fair Copy, which very 
much resembles Mr. Rank’s colt in color and 
conformation, looked fit to run for a_king’s 
ransom. 

For nearly seven furlongs, Blandstar and Cave 
Man made joint running. Blandstar was then 
well beaten, and Pasch and Fair Copy had the 
foot of Cave Man and drew ahead. For a brief 
spell, it looked like being a race between the 
two, but Pasch quickly asserted supremacy and 
strode up the hill in splendid style to beat Lord 
Derby's horse convincingly by three lengths, 
with Cave Man, which ran on well, two lengths 
behind, third, a neck in front of Scottish Union.

lided with the rails and came down. Maher in- 
jured his arm and will be out of the saddle for 
some days. Control, which carried a mint of 
money, had run third to Meadow at Ascot. 
When he crashed, a furlong after the start, C. 
W. Gordon's colt Leading Topic (by Figaro) was 
left with the lead, and he beat the big field with 
supreme ease. It was in an equally convincing 
manner that Jack Jarvis’ sprinter Waterbird (by 
Heverswood) pulverized Shalfleet and _ three 
others to win the five-furlong Surbiton Handi- 
cap, the last event on the card. 

The big attraction at the concluding stage of 
the Sandown meeting was the five-furlong Breed- 
ers’ Produce Stakes, worth 6,151 sovereigns. On 
the roll of winners of this prize are such celebri- 
ties as Cyllene, Pretty Polly, Cicero, Bayardo, 
Neil Gow, The Tetrarch, Tetratema, Town 
Guard, Mumtaz Mahal, Flamingo, Tiffin, Orwell, 
Myrobella, Colombo, and Bahram, a list that 
clearly indicates the importance of the event. 
We had a field cf 14 on the present occasion, ¢ 
grand-looking company, and a warm favorite 
was made of Sir Abe Bailey’s Ascot winner, 
Meadow. The good-looking son of Fairway ran 
right well, but was beaten a neck and two 
lengths by the Apple Ring colt (by Mr. Jinks) 
and the Inchmahone filly (by Sir Cosmo). Belle 
Travers was fourth and Diadoque fifth. The 
winner, a good hard grey, is owned by Mrs. D. 
Thomas, who races in only a small way, and is 
trained by Steve Donoghue, this being Steve's 
first notable success in his new vocation. The 
celt was secured for a mere 240 guineas as a 
yearling at Doncaster and it was a fine achieve- 
ment to win such an important race with such 
a bargain. Apple Ring colt had run only once 
previously, when seventh to Dhoti at Ascot, but 
Steve fancied his charge for this Sandown prize 
and persuaded E. C. Elliott to come over from 
France to ride the colt. 


Newmarket 


HE three days of the Second July meeting 

at Newmarket which preceded the Sandown 
fixture were fine and pleasant, but the racing 
was below the standard that we associate with 
headquarters. Fields were of fair strength 
numerically, particularly for the 2-year-old 
events, but in the aggregate of 196 runners which 
contested the 18 races, there were few which 
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could not be dismissed as mediocrities. The 
Dullingham Stakes (1! miles) of 750 sovereigns, 
which frequently attracts a _ high-class field, 
drew only three to the post, and the outsider 
of the party, Lady Abergavenny’s 4-year-old 
Gothie won a fluky sort of race by half a length 
from Suzerain, with Boswell a short head away 
third. Gothic was in receipt of a few pounds 
from his more distinguished rivals. He is a 
chestnut colt by Roidore out of Bray Beauty, 
by Soulouque, and I think he owed his victory 
to the forceful and brainy riding of the Northern 
jockey, W. Nevett. At Edinburgh the previous 
day, Nevett had ridden four winners off the 
reel, and he made one of his comparatively rare 
visits to the south to surprise the Newmarket 
talent by riding three winners in a row at the 
first stage of the meeting under discussion. 

He followed up his surprise win on Gothic by 
landing Vesperian, a 20-to-1 chance, first past 
the post in the Soltykoff T. Y. O. Stakes. Ves- 
perian, a truly made son of Blandford out of 
Vesper Bell, by Pommern, is a brother to the 
1934 One Thousand Guineas winner Campanula, 
and like that filly is owned and was bred by Sir 
George Bullough. The colt was here making his 
first appearance in public and though so little 
fancied by the stable there was no fluke about 
the manner of his victory, and he is clearly 
useful. He won by a length and a half from 
William Woodward's colt Bosley (by Bosworth), 
with Sir Abe Bailey's Boscastle II (by Chateau 
Bouscaut) five lengths away third of six. 

Nevett's third win was on Major Holliday’s 4- 
year-old Xanthene (by Salamis), which was 
heavily backed to secure the Thurston Handicap 
(1', miles) and scored by a head from Discord 
in a field of nine. 

There were 27 runners for the Saxham Stakes 
for 2-year-olds, and the winner, an easy one, 
was Mrs. Glorney’s French-bred Flying Cloud 
III, a colt by Pharos out of Aqua Forte, by 
Cadum. I doubt if the rest of the field amounted 
to much, though I made favorable note of Mrs. 
G. Peck’s unnamed filly by Singapore out of 
Bemax, which was running on at the finish to 
occupy fourth place. 

Despite the size of the field, Flying Cloud III 
was backed down to 6 to 4, and the day ended 
with another successful gamble, this being on 
Sir Alfred Butt’s filly Silver Tassie (by Came- 
ronian) in the Spring Hall Stakes (five furlongs) 
for 3-year-olds. 


*Blenheim II Filly's Success 


HE one-mile Falmouth Stakes, an event for 

35-year-old fillies that was worth 1,170 sov- 
ereigns to the winning owner, was the feature of 
the second day’s racing, and was won by the Aga 
Khan's grey La-Li, a daughter of *Blenheim II 
out of the Pharos mare La Boni. She stayed on 
well up the hill to score by a length and a half 
from another grey, S. D. Hollingsworth’s Plati- 
num (by Sansovino), with half a dozen others, 
choicely bred but of little racing merit, in the 
rear, 

We frequently get a Stewards’ Cup pointer 
from the six-furlong July Handicap, but none of 
the six that contested the event on this occasion 
holds the Goodwood liability. The winner, 
Kinderscout, had been well trounced by Ambrose 
Light at the previous Newmarket meeting. 
Gordon Richards donned the Bois Roussel
